One of the features of the event will 
be a beef cattle Judging contest as to 
the steers will dress out It Is plan- 
ned to give prlaea to the auoeoaafnt 
competitors.

There will be on exhibition three 
steera as foUowa: 

A prime purebred Hereford bullock, 
a high-grade Shorthorn and a common 
rough ateer. They will be Judged on 
foot and then killed to find out which 
dreaaea out the moqt meat The pure- 
bred repreaanti the hli^t reaulU In 
using purebred animals, the Shorthorn 
shows good results thai can ba obtain- 
ed by crossing a scrub, cow with a 
pure-bred bull, and the ewmmon rough 
iteer-ls an example o( the common 
kind of steer which the farmer can- 
not afford to raise, according to ex- 
periments conducted by the depart- 
ment of animal huslMuidry. 

The animals will be slaughtered by 
students of the college ot agriculture 
In the meat under the direction of G. 

Wllford, Instructor In meaU. The 
carcasses will be put on exhibition 
and the quality ot the meat will be 
diacussed by some man who baa made 
fi lUetime study of the snbieet 

A Southdown wether will be donated 
sy the Bsperlraent Station to be killed 
and the mutton aerrad to membera ot 
the, Kentucky Sheep Breedera' Aaao- 
elatlon. The mutloa will be prepared 
and aervod aader tfM dlraotiaa of lllas 
Mary U. Swemuy, head the depart- 
ment of bama eeoMmlea.
